The King, my bountifull and loving Maſter, was k11l'd ſuddainlie ; his Son 
deſertes by the Armie andthe whole Kingdome, on the Newes, ſcap't hardiie with his 
Life, a few friends and followers to this Fort : where, with as much adoe, we ſhut our 
Selves in, and our Enemies out ; But Honour, a ſubtiler and more pernicious Adverfarie 
than all the reſt , ſhuffled it ſelf into the Hold withus, and has never ceas'd one minute 
ſince, inits Own Name, and the Name of Honeſtie, of the Condition we have Loſt, and 
the Diſgraces we were to expect, to preſent us with Haſters, Daggers, Poyſon, any thing 
that might giveus ( as ſheterm'dit)) a Noble End. I muſt conteſſe, 1 am not for theſe 
Melanchollfe Things, my Ends have ſtill lain otherwiſe *Tis true, I bear on me the 
Dignitie ofa Lord. But how ? Asa Pedler does his Pack , upon my Shoulders, not in 
my Heart, And what is Honour atthe beſt ? But a bare Name onely ; and not alzayes 
ſo much tome: the Title was never given me Seriouſlie, but by Raſcals; with my Fellow 
Peeres (if I pleas'd *em in the Feaſt ) I wasmy Lord Comaſtes, If not, Comaſtes-with- 
my-face-full- of-Sauce, and my Locks of Liquour, my hair and beard Uropping like a 
Wine-preſle, as if my being there were not co Drink the Wine, bur Make it. Bur again, 
I have a Lordſhip inLand to looſe, as well as Title. What then 2 ſhall [ ſell my Life 
for Dirt? My Soul fora few Acres? Ile batter the World; roo for a Grave, and main- 
tain't I make as Wiſe a Bargain. But ſay this Land be takenifrom me, pray how came 
byit? Was itthe Inheritance of my Noble Father , or the Purchaſe of my own Wir > 
Good Yeoman-of-the-Bottles Sleep in peace ; your Sonnes Being was from you , Hat 
bis Well-Being, and his Djgnities, from his proper Vertues. Which as the philoſopher 
wiſely obſerves , 5» 19 fortune leave the Owner. And while the Sciences of Eating , Drink- 
ing, Fooling, and the like, areheld in Eſtimation, I cannot want a Lordſhip. Fare- 
well therefore all Dreames and Meditations of the Other World , my Makins was for 
this ; your Elizi»m with Sweet Shades, and purling Streames, does not one whit entice 
me, for when they have ſaid all they can, *cis ftill co be Nead, to be there. And having 
happilie broken from the Companie of my Noble Aſſociates, 1'le yoak no more with 
*em, till I ſee what becomes of their Magnanimities : but thus as I am, alone, with warie 
ſteps 'le march unto the New Court; and doe not Deſpair, though the King and Srate 
be Chang'd, to continue ſtill the ſame Man.
